As Mr, Davis puts. it: “What 


benefits could there conceivably be 
in finding oil in the Gulf where the ~ 


geological structure ts so minimal 
that no great pool of oll could be 
developed to change the economics 
of oil supply?” Against the handful 
of highly-skilled jobs oll develop- 
ment might provide, says Mr, Davis, 
we must consider “the jobs that 
might be lost or would not be 
developed in the fishery industry 
and the recreational industry which 
is ideal for that (Gulf) area.” 

The finality of the federal 
department's stand has been recog:

Davis, These are now winding up 
their leases and permits and retiring 
from the picture.

Incémes have hot kept up 
with the cost of housing, a 
seminar on housing was told 
this’ morning, 

J, Everett Brown, chalrman 
of the B.C, Housing Manage- 
merit Commission, sald in- 
comes have roughly tripled 
between 1947 antl 1967 while 
the general price level has 
doubled. 

But the housing cost has 
probably increased by about 
four times “and this has 
réally brought about the 
crunch,” 

Brown, the retired deputy 
municipal affairs minister in 
British Columbia, said the 
point has been reached where 
a new look must be taken at 
housing, 

He listed these factors in 
the Increased oosis 

1, Land, While there is no 
soareity.in the physical sense 
(urban Jand in B.C, occupies 
leas than % of 1 per cent of 
all land), the price of land 


increases as the number of 
persons per aere rises, Lot 
frontages used to be 40 feet, 
now they are 60, 70 and 80 
feet, If there are three lots 
per acre against 12, the price 
of Jand is four times as 
much; 

2, Services, Cost of most 
municipal services is propor- 
tional! to the miles of street 
frontages and therefore the 
tax load, Brown said “we 
have to accept we elther 
forego something else for 80 
foot frontages or we settle for 
smaller frontages," 

3. Building costs, There 
have been increases in the 
efficiency of on-site labor, He 
“‘suapected'' that construction 
workers wages have in- 
creased faster than others. 
He suggested ‘we may have 
to settle for cheaper design, 
Ranch houses may be very 
nice but perhaps we ean't 
really afford them;"

During the past two years steelheaders across B.C, have 
become very concerned with the obvious «polling of streams 
and the extensive decline of steelhead trout. 


In’ 1969 the B.C. Wildlife Federation sponsored a workshop 
im Nanaimo to focus attention on the steelhead's plight, Eighty 
concerned steelheaders from Lower Mainland and Vancouver 
Island centres voloed their amidety at that meeting, Much was 
discussed but little could be accomplished, 

Another workshop was sponsored by the Federation for 
Port Coquitlam in Pebruary, 1870, At that session, 150 anglers 
fornved the Steelhead Society of B,C, 

Since that meeting in February, the eledted executives, 
through. regular monthly meetings, haye made great atrides 
towards recognition by both governments of the plight of 
steelhead in B,C, : 

A provincial organization concentrating on the preservation 
and betterment of steelhead fishing is a fact today and all 
steelheaders can feel justifiably prqud of the efforta of this 
organization in its infant year, 

As well as organizing basic matters and procedures, the 
Society has focused its attention on major issues affecting 


steelhead,

is the recognition of fish as users of water, 
As asinine as it sounds, fish are not classified as legitimate | 
user of water in the B.C, Water Act, In its objectives the 
Society is also working towards the recognition of #eelhead as } 
a trophy fish, | 

A second important issue ia the return of responsibility for 
the management of all anadromous Tigh (iteelhead and sea-run 
cutthroat trout) te federal authorities, Currently the Fish and 
Wildlife Branch is responsible for the management of 
anadromous trout, However, tts efforts towards management, of 
these species are «o infinitesimal as to he a disgrace, Other 
than incidental studies and reports, and the necessary habitat 
protection that ia their responsibility for all fish and wildlife, | 
nothing major has been done by the provincial authorities to 
concentrate on the specific management of the steelhead trout, 

Habitat protection is a, if not THE, major issue, In this 
regard, briefs have been submitted by the Society, These 
inelude a submission to focus attention on the serious threat to 
anadromous. fish populations by the current Gravel Removal 
Order, and a brief to the Public Enquiry into the Forest 
Products Industry, as it effects the ecology and Anvirfnment af 
streams harboring anadromous trout

On Vanoouver Taland two groups of Society members have 
initiated local habitat protection and improvement projects, 
which are both dramatic and informative, Members in 
Nanaimo have destroyed a major log jam which for many 
years hag acted as a barrier to seven miles of rich spawning 
and rearing waters, Members in. Courtenay, through the 
sponsorship of the Courtenay Fieh & Game Club, have devised 
a stream envitonment watch card to foeus attention on the 
major problems affecting streams 

Executives met with senior members of the Fish & Wildlife 
Branch in July to discuss the management of steelhead, The 
meeting proved beneficial but the Sociéty was pessimistic of 
any immediate improvement in actual steelhead nianagement 
by provinelal authorities,

Membership in the Society now stands at 170, In a province } 
which has well over ten thousand successful steelheaders this is 
certainly. not a very impressive number, However, this ia the 
infant year of the Society and a low number ts expected, 

In future years an improvement in membership fa an

In mild winters, the plants live over without a second 
thought from the gardener whose only complaiht is likely to 
be that the plants are “leggy'’ and the flowers not so large 
the second year. 

Geraniums of the zonal leaved kinds, with scarlet, salmon 
or white heads of flowers, have much the same life cycle. 


Unless a cool, light and dry place is available for storing 
the old plants now finished blooming, it is best to take them 
up and discard them. 

New plants grown from cuttings are for sale in spring 
and these rapidly make large bushy plants full of round 
flowering heads. 

Fuchsias need a little less protection in winter than 
geraniums, for they are a more woody plant. 

If their roots are protected from frost, and the bottom six 
inches or so of stem above soil level is shielded with compost, 
peatmoss or heaped-up leaves, you will likely have enough to 
start again next year. 

However, young fuchsia plants, grown from 
make far more beautiful flowering plants than old plants not 
well cared for. As with marguerites, geraniums and 
chrysanthemums, the fuchsias also get woody with age and 
produce new growth less abundantly. It is new growth which 
bears the blooms

Fh aut og by the official North Vietnamese radio 
itored in Saigon claimed again that a ‘number’ of 
captured American pilots were wounded in last weekend's 
raid, The broadcasts revived speculation that the 50-man 
commando team that landed in tho Son Tay POW compound 
may have trissed cells where the Americans were being held 
‘by several hundred yards or lews, 


Spokesmen 


in Saigon refused to comment on the 


broadcast in keeping with normal U.S. policy.

A coroner's jury recom. 
mended Wednesday night that 
the provincial government 
overhaul the Mental Health 
Act to get speedier treatment 
and more efficient psychiatric 
facilities for prisoners, 

The six-man jury deliber- 
ated 65 minutes after hearing 
evidence from the final four 
witnesses at the third session 
of an inquest into the death of 
Wilkinson Road inmate James 
Oliver Erdman, Oct, 19. 

Greater Victoria Coroner 
Edmond Jorve de St, Jorre 
presided over the inquest. at 
the Saanich court, 

The jury ruled that Erdman 
died from skull fractures, 
extensive brain damage and 
internal injuries suffered 
when he jumped head-first 
some 35 feet: to a concrete 
floor at the jail, 


NOT SUICIDE 

It ruled that the 23-year-old 
man, who was serving an 
eight-month sentenee for 
assaulting a police officer, did 
not commit suicide, but killed 
himself “while the balance of 
his mind was disturbed," 

‘Werrecommend that 
psychiatric facilities «and per 
sonnel be made available at 
all times upon the request of 
the attending medical staff, to 
any individual. serving 
sentence, Ke 

“We recommend that the 
Mental Health Act of British 
Columbia be revised to 
accommodate the previous

PARANOIA 

Previous evidence fram 
medical personnel revealed 
that although Erdman was 
suffering recurring psychosis 
in the form of drug-induced 
hallucinations and paranoia, 
he was never seen or treated 
by a piychlatrist, 

When Erdman had been 
transferred to Oakalla with a 
view to having him treated at 
Riverview mental hospital, he 
was treated by a general 
practitioner for 10 days, 
wedated and sent back 

The jury had been: told 
Mrdman was not eligible for 
treatment by a - Riverview 
psychiatrist until he had been 
committed under the. Mental 
Health Act, 


"BLOWN MIND’ 

But he could not be com- 
mitted under the act unless 
he had first seen a psychia- 
trist. And there was no 
psychiatrist available to 
prisonets #uch as Erdman. 

The jury had also been told 
earlier that Erdman's mental 
ilineges had been caused by 
excessive use of hallucino- 
genie drugs which had ‘liter. 
ally blown hia mind." 

Wednesday night the jury 
heard from two witnesses 
who gave evidence at to- the 
gravity of Erdman's tIness, 


The Rev, Harold Gordon 
Walker, part-time Anglican 
chaplain - at the Wilkinson 


Road jail, said he had recog- 
nized early that “Jim Erd- 
man was a man in great need 
of help -and was seeking 
help,”

subsequent separation and 
divoree proceeding by his

J. Everett Brown, chairman 
of the B.C, Housing Manage- 
ment Commission, said in- 
comes have roughly tripled 
between 197 and 1967 while 
the general price level has 
doubled, 

But the housing cost has 
probably increased by about 
four times ‘and this has 
really brought about the 
erunch,” 

Brown, the retired deputy

1, Land, While there fs no
